trj, these we find pecoliarlT marked in the Frenchman's 
lists. Bat it is worth^r of observation. Sir John hath 
placed Sidney as a poisioner in two lists, while he hath 
onhr given as the French voacher, or copy of one. 

The caadid reader will here indulge a sentence or two , 
concerning Lord RasseU's virtaoas firiead and fellow- 
martyr, Sidney: Charles himself considered him as 'km 
kamm$ dt emtrtt ff tiipriti aadCif every paper ia Sir Joha's 
compilatioB most be considered as gospeD he had before 
Sidney's retarn to EoRland consented to his being allowed 
a pension by Lonis XI V. Granting the charge broagfat 
gainst him (though there is not the least proof of its be* 
ing received, or any collateral evidence to support iO nhat 
csnme could Uiere be in his receiving the laresent, pro- 
vided nothing was reqaired of him ia retam, iaconsistent 
with his principles, and the liberties of his cotmtxy t Ihat 
he was a man of real honoar and generous sentiments, in- 
capable of base actions, is evident, evoi by Barilloo's own 
letters ; by his having been the caase also of preventing 
a scheme to assassinate Charies in his yonth : and by 
vnry actioa of his life, till he fell a victim to tyranny. 
Barillon bears witness, that * Sidney always appeared to 
him to have the same sentiments, and not to have changed 
maxims.' If Sir John, on the single evidence of a popish 
enemy, really believed Sidney to aave received the mo- 
ney, yet the candour of an impartial historian, the friend 
of virtue and his coantiy, woald have suggested to his 
readers, it probably was aot for himself, but for Mr. Aa- 
ron Smith and his poor Scots friends, to engage them to 
join the patriots of England, whose views and political 
ohjects were at that time the same with the Court of 
France. Each disliked too close a anion between Eng- 
Umd and Holland ; each wanted the parliament to be dis- 
smved, but the popular party, in hopes to gain new 
strength in another election ; and they knew that a dis- 
solution of parliament could only ' come from the help of 
France;' each wanted the army of twenty thousand men 
to be disbanded \ the patriots, lest the army should confer 
Qppn the sovereign absolute power, and change both die 
religion and government of the kingdom ; each wanted to 
pair down Lord Danby ^-the French, because he had 
tamed against them ; the patriots (not for the same rea- 
son for which every opposition wishes to pull down every 
minister,' but) because ne had been the principal agent in 
conductii^ Charles's infamous m<»ey neffociadons -with 
the Court of France, and because he had been the pro- 
moter of corruption in parliament, and of arbitrary power 
in ^e state. 

Sir John hath fully proved, that Barillon was duped to 
ai estraordhiary degree by Lord Sunderland, m the reign 
of James SeSSood; why notby V>'d^^'^i\^itS*^«J 
4ia. in that of Charles the Second ? And he certainly was, 
STmow eSfecSaaiy to sa^rt an opposition to the arbi-

T«eeived tamely intiinataoiis of the derign of Ronvioy's 
j<»axne7 liom Monteffue, can we suppose he would lutTe 
escaped with imponity at that time, or would not nse have 
been made of it against him at his trial, where tSmollett 
owns) the laws against treason were wrested for his coo- 
▼iction f So insufficient was the charge and evidence in 
support of it, that even Lord Essex's death was urged as 
a presumption, or rather enforced as a proof, of Lord Ros- 
sdi's ^uilt.* Besides, can it be conceived that Rouvigny, 
his intimate friend, coosin-german to his lady, and a stnct 
Frotestant, would attempt to engage Lord Russell (whose 
reputation for inflexible mtegrity ,and zeal for his religion 
and the liberties of his country, were then well known; in 
measures prejudicial to his honour, and the public good ; 
or tending to introduce popery, to make the King absolute, 
and subject the nation to France ? Rouvigny could never 
be sent on sudi an errand ; he would not have accepted 
die commission : farther, had he deceived Lord Russell, 
or drawn him into any dishonourable practices subversive 
of the constituti<m, or so much as unfavourable to the li* 
berties of his country, there would not have subsbted so 
steady a friendship between him and Lady Russell, which, 
as her letters shew, lasted till her death. Neither can he 
be suspected of aiming to enslave England, the bulwark of 
the Frotestant cause ; as a few years after, he manifested 
his seal for religion, by Quitting his country and interest 
there, uid entering into the service of King William ; who, 
instead of complaining of his former conduct, received him 
widi open arms, and created him Earl of Galwav. Lord 
Russell's behaviour afterward had also the approbation of 
parliament, and was a great inducement with King Wil- 
liam to confer the dQcal title on his father. However, to 
form a clear judgment of the matter in qnestion, let us 
take a sketch of the intrigues and views of Charles, James, 
their ministers and adherents, and afterward inquire into 
the part said to be acted by Ix>rd Russell ; which, from 
even Sir John's own evidence, instead of reflecting disgrace 
on, or tarnishing the character, will rather add to the ho- 
aonr of that real and illustrious patriot. 

Anno 1664. Smollett assigns as Charles's motive to the 
Dutch war, diat he should be able to convert part of the 
supplies granted for the maintenance of it, to nis private 
ose, as his prodigality always kept him necessitous.— Col- 
bert writes to Louis, 1669, ' Charles said that he would still 
augment as much as possible his regiments and companies, 
onder the most specious pretexts he could devise ; he told 
me, he was pressed to declare himself a Catholic ; and be- 
sides the spiritual advantages he should draw from it, he 
believed it to be the only means of re-establishing the mo- 
narchy.'! 

1669. Charles engaged in a secret treaty with France. 
by which he was to declare himself a Catholic, be furnished 
with 200,000/. by France, and assisted with troops and 
money, as often as there should be need, in case bis sub-

April 1675, sayed France from the possibility of an EnirUsh 
nrmament in the campaign of tbe year 1675, andtbe aSore- 
mentioned secret pension^ made nim aecore of Charles's 
baffling tbe attempts of bis parliament, to engage him in a 
war with France, in the campaasn of the year 1676.* 

The sessions 1677t was opened with Charles's becoming 
the instrument of bribing nis own subjects with Fren^ 
money, to prevent a French war. Conrtm, 1677, says, * To 
my knowledge, Charles has distributed all tbe money he 
received from my bands, to gain the votes he stood in need 
of ;' and be urges as a reasonfor France distributing money 
among tbe members of parliament, tilkat Spain and the em- 
peror were sending money to be distributed among them 
on die other side. That he had offered Charles a pension 
of 500,000 crowns to prorogue or dissolve his parliament, 
and with the assistance of Louis's forces to maintain 
Charles's authori^. His words are, ' His Muesty (Louis) 
being always ready to employ all his forces for the con- 
firmation and augmentation of his (Charles's) authority, 
he will always be master of his sulMCts, and will never 
depend upon them.' Charles offered for 800,000 crowns to 

I>rorogue the parliament till tbe end of AprtL 1678 ; but at 
ast agreed to accept two millions of livres, though he 
wanted it to be nett eoo.OOO/. Courtin writes again, '^I can 
answer for it to your Majesty, that there are none of your 
own subjects who wish you better success in all your un- 
dertakings than these two Princes do (Charles and James) ; 
but it is also true, that vou cannot count upon any, except 
diese two friends, in allEngland.'t 

The court party (in parliament) consisted chiefly of needy 
cavaliers, and men of desperate fortunes, who received 
pensions from the government, and devoted themselves to 
the most arbitrary measures of the crown. Many members 
were irritated into opposition by disaroointments in their 
ejqwctations from the court, and others by the pernicious 
conduct of tbe administration. The i>endi King knew be 
was master of one argument which would always have 
weight with such a necessitous and prodigal Prince as 
Charles. A stipulation of conditions was proposed, in 
consideration of which, the King of England should forbear 
firom declariiM in favour of the allies, notwithstanding the 
importunity of his parliament.— Tbe treaty was carried on 
by Montague tbe English Ambassador at Paris, who de- 
manded 200,000/. a year while tbe war should continue ; 
but (3ourtin,wbo resided in London, prevailed upon Charles 
to rest contented with two millions of livres ; Montague 
afterward received instructions from Danby to insist upon 
the King's receiving from Louis 600.000 livres annuafiy, 
for three years after tbe peace should be ratified, on the 
supposition that he could expect no supplies firom parlia- 
ment for that period.! 

Tbe subseauent proceedings of Charles and James, wUl 
prove their love to their country, their excellent disposi- 
tions, and how worthy of the veneration, confidence, and 
obedience of the pec^le ! Louis having refused to deliver

of the membeTS plainly said, that should they grant a sum 
of money for thu serrice, ft would in all probabili«r be 
conyerted to another use ; Uiat although above a million 
had been raised for a new navy, the King had not bnilt one 
single ship : that two millions, granted for the support of 
the triple alliance, had been employed to destroy that con- 
nexion, and that the King had received a million to wage 
war with France, at a time when he was onder a secret 
engagement with Loois to effect a pacification. The/ drew 
ap a remoastrance, representing the danger to which the 
nation was exposed, from the favour shewn to Papists : and 
insinuating, that the King was concerned in a conq;>urac7 
against the Protestant religion, and the liberties of his 
people.* Barillon writes, Aupr. 1680,—* The Duke of York's 
oesign is, that things should be brought to extremities, and 
come to an open rupture. He is persuaded that the rojal 
authority can be established in Ensland only by a civil 
war. By this he thinks to prevent the danger wnh which 
he is threatened.' Charles hastily struck up a treaty with 
France, March. 1680-1. and a few days after dissolved his 
puiiament, with a resolution never to call another. Even 
private persons in Britain were prevented by French money 
at this time (June, 1681), from interposing against the en- 
croachments of France. After the strict union which was 
formed between Louis, Charles, and the Duke of Yoik, by 
pe private verbal treaty of the year 1681, Louis, 'tis said, 
became indifferent about keeping up his connexions with 
the popular narty in England.f 

1683. Such an arbitrary and cruel administration as now 
took place, Smollett observes, * could hardly fail to produce 
designs against the government in a nation, abonndmg with 
pec^e who entertained (even the most extravagant) notions 
of liberty. 

1684. At this period Charles reigned as absolute as any 
monarch in Christendom, and his government iras sullied 
with numberless instances of partiality and oppression. 
Cruelty was not natural to his diroosition, and therefore 
we must impute them to the sanguinary temper of his bro- 
ther; which he had not resolution enough to restrain. 
Charles being himself unprincipled, he believed mankind 
were fidse, perfidious, and interested, and therefore he 
practised dissimulation for his own convenience. He was 
strongly attached to the French manners, government, and 
monarch: he was dissatisfied with his own limited prero- 
gative ; the majority of his own subjects he despised or 
Hated. In these sentiments, he could not be supposed to 
pursue the interest of the nation; on the contrary, he 
seemed to think that his own safety was incompatible with 
the honour and advantage of his people.! 

1685. After Monmouth's rebellion was quelled, and the 
parliament had settled a vast revenue upon James,he still 
continued, as Barillon relates, to beg a subsidy from 
Fnoee; and towaords the end of his Teigp» there were 
three popish regiments in England regularly paid by 
France.^ His various attempts against the liberUes and

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then, CImtIm and James : we majr, withoot the kutpafai 
lOT the event, or any apprehension of a disagreeable shook, 
exuninei&to the diarge against Lord Rnssell, <m aocooat 
of his fVench connexions. We hare seen what great and 
jpst <iaQ8e he had to be ttjfipttbiumre for the ciyu and re> 
Xigions liberties of his conntry ; which true pacriocisni, not 
ambition, excited his endeavoors to secnre. There wan 
too mnch reason to fear that Chailes, James, and Lotti«. 
had combined against them. To diTide their interests, and 
defeat the evil consequences of such a onion, it was ne- 
cessary to get aoqnainted with their schemes. A farovr- 
able opportunity offered ; the 4th of NoTember, 1077, the 
Princess Mary was married to the Prince of Orange, 
Lonis disgusted at it stopped the pension, then Charlee 
reroked the prorogatioiK and ordered the parliamant to 
meet immediately : but France aimed a yet mofre import- 
ant blow against Charles, for having brought about the 
Prince of Orange's marriage, ' For she entered Csajs Dal- 
rymple) into the most dangerous intrigues with the popular 
party in parliament against him.' 

Upon the marriage of the Prince of Orange, and the side 
which Charles immediately after seemed to take against 
France, the court of France and a neat part of the popu- 
lar party in parliament in Englana, as already observed, 
came to nave the same political objects. Sir Jdbn reasmis 
thus :—-' It was the interest of Louis to prevent a union 
between Charles and the Prince of Orange, to get 00,000 
English troops disbanded, which had been raised against 
him, to the astonishment of Europe, in the short space of 
six weeks ; to have a parliament dissolved which had re- 
peatedly addressed Charles for a war against him, and to 
overturn a minister who had of late continaally urged his 
master to the same war.' For this last, vide ' Daaby's Let- 
ters.'— The popular pur^ again dreaded, in the strength 
which that union and the army would confer upon their 
sovereign, the loss of their own liberties ; they hoped in a 
new parliament, chosen in a popular ferment| to gain new 
strength to themselves, and they wished to pull down Lord 
Danby for the same reason for which evei^ oppositi<m 
wishes to pull down every minister. These cuvumstances 
of accident led the way., to a connexion between the popu- 
lar and the French interests.^ There is something so vtn 
singviar in this representatindro^the views of the friends 
to the constitution, as could hardly have been expected 
from a sincere revolutionist: and the same reflection will 
naturally occur on reading the following curious passage: 
— ' In Lord Danby's letters there are several in the begin- 
ning of Uie year 167B-9. from Mr. Montague, Ambassador 
at Paris, to Lord Danby, informing him that Rouvigny 
was to go over with money upon that errand (to distribute 
among the popular party m Parliament) and to act in con- 
cert with Lord Russell : and that Barillon was intrigntng 
with the Duke of Buckingham and others of the popular 
IHtfty in England. The truth of this informationis em- 
^Srmtd by the following memorial of Barillon : an English 
reader will pexfaaps start at a paper being offexed to his

make me abaolute master of my people come to thuf Or 
does he think it a thing to be done with 8000 men ?— This 
exclamation plainly proves, tluut Charles had entertained 
such a design, though the preparations in which he was now 
employed, seem to have been made with a view to raise the 
price of his neutrality with the French monarch.* 

Dalrymple himself observes, ' It is probable that Charles 
meant to make use of his apparent inclination for war, only 
to keep np his forces, to get money from Parliament, and 
to saneexe knore money from France.' t In fact, bodi 
Charles and James manifested by their conduct, that th^ 
thought they had a right to make the laws depend on their 
will, and to make their will effectual by an army ; this led 
the patriots to oppose strongly any designs to keep up a 
standing army ; and hence, the purity of Lord Russell's 
intention, and his prudence, in his whole proceedings, 
are demonstrable even from.Barillon's testimony. His 
great circumspection and anxious care for preserving the 
government, and Protestant religion, are also very conspi- 
cuous—he himself could not bear the gaining by monej ; 
though others, real patriots, migki tkini themselvt* jtutified 
iu acc«pi$Hf prgsents, to make use of them for good pur- 
poses, and employ the money without scruple to secure 
men, whose virtue uone was insufficient to keep them 
steady to the public interest. 

Let it be observed, that Dec. 21, 167B, the Earl of 
Danby. Lord Treasurer, was impeached by the Commons 
for endeavouring to subvert the constitution, and introduce 
arbitrary goveniment.-— The 

£5 Jan. 1678-9, A proclamation was issued for dissolv- 
ing the Parliament, and calling another to meet the 6th of 
March.— And the 

21 March, 1678-9, His Majesty constituted a new privy- 
council. 

Thus we see the good effects resulting from Lord Rus- 
sell's French connexions : the fears for liberty from the 
Eower of France were removed; a minister, who seconded 
is master's arbitrary desi^s, was disgraced ; the Duke of 
York sent abroad ; a Parliament dissolved which had in 
^neral shewn more ardour to enlarge the King's preroga- 
tive, than maintain the constitutional rights of the people ; 
the army disbanded, wUch seemed intended rather to en- 
slave the nation, than attack a foreign enemy ; and friends 
to their countiy were admitted into the council : surely 
these were happy and important events. 

Having done justice to Sir John Dalrymple, to French 
politics, and to the intrigues and memory of the two royal 
and ^acious brothers, Charles and James, as far as the 
vindication of Lord Russell was concerned ; the testimo- 
nies of otkgr historians <^ all partiu, concerning the in- 
tegrity, principles, and public conduct of that truly noble 
Lord, and inestimable patriot, shall now be submitted to 
the public. Principles and conduct, which, had they been 
fully crowned with success, would have prevented many 
scenes of oppression, injustice, and cruelty \t

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Two letten*irexc seat from Richard MonUgoe, the 
English Ambassador at Paris, to the Lord Danbjr, then 
Lord Treasurer, and read in the House of Commons dor- 
inar the debates abont the impeachment and trial of that 
noblemao. The first is dated January 11th, 1677-8, whereiii 
the Ambassador communicates the following intelligence 
to his Lordship r— ' The reason of B.mxrigny*B son (after* 
ward Earl of Galwajr) going to England, is to make use 
of all the lights his father will give him, and by the near 
relation he hath to my Lady VaughanCthen Lady Russell) 
who is his cousin, and the particular friendship which fa- 
ther and son have with Mr. WiUiam Russell ; he is to be 
introduced into a great commerce wiUi the malecontent 
members of Parliament, and to cross your measures at 
court, if they shall prove disagreeable here ; while Ba- 
rillon goes on his smooth subtle way.'

1677-8, the Ambassador writes further; 'The reason of 
RouTigny's;oumey. is to let the King know that the Kinar 
of Fjrance did hope he was so firm to nim, as not to be lea 
away by the Lord Treasurer : and as for money, if he 
wanted it, he should have what he would from nence. 
His instructions are, if this design takes, by the means of 
WiUiam Russell and other discontented people, to give a 
great deal of money, and cross all your measures at 
court.' 

Here we see Lord Russell remarkably pointed at by the 
court of France, as a principal leading man among uiose 
ihat opposed the court in Parliament. But the project 
here intimated of gaining him over to the French interest 
by bribery, shews their ignorance of the man, and of his 
inflexible probity ; and could only be formed upon the ge- 
neral presumption of the never-fiuling force of that en- 
gine, when skilfully applied; against which, however. 
Lord Russell was impregnable.

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befofe it. At ihis ianctiue, the Cpooiah) oon^intan laid 
hold of the informatiMt ^vob by Kediiigt of vMMlTiMd aod 
rash disootunes of a veiy small number ofmenCnineortea 
at the most, all strangers to the perwws and honest oonnil- 
tations of those great men before named), and they cim- 
ningly and maliciously patched and woriied them into ana. 
piece, and emitted it to the world by their declaration read 
in all churches, under the name of a presfayteiian or hn 
natic plot (Rye-house oonsniracy) which they had lone 
vantea. Hereupon a proclamation pursues the Duke on 
Monmouth and some others (designed for destruction :) 
who chose to stand aside out of the readi of the blood- 
thirsty conspirators; but the Eatl of Essex, Lord Russell, 
and Colonel Sidney, would not be OTercome by the persna- 
siooB of those who mvited them to safe retirements, and so 
were claiqied into the Tower, and afterward, in different 
ways, butchered. It was resolved that my Lord Russell, 
the honour of his age, ^ould be cut off in a seeming way 
of justice ; and as he was a person of inestimable value, so 
the art used to destroy him was extraordinary. 

The hardships on private persons,* and inmngemoits on 
public liberties, made some begin to think of an alteration 
of govenmient in earnest. When the Earl of Shaftsbur7 
was gone to Holland, bemg conscious of his own obnoxi- 
onsness, and apprehensive what forward Sheriffs, willing 
Juries, mercenary Judges, and bold Witnesses, miritt do 
against him ; the Duke of Monmouth resolved to oe ad- 
vised chie^y by Lord £ssex ; but he was nnwillinf to be 
al<me in a matter of such consequence, and named, first. 
Lord Russell, against whom there was no exception ; next, 
Algemoon Sidney, who was brother to the Earl of Leices- 
ter, who having a great kindness to Lord Howard,f as an 
avowed hater of the King and monarchy, he prevailed on 
them, contrary to the ill opinion they had of the man, to

bold : he had ran through many parties la religion in Crom- 
well's time: had been re-baptised and i»eacbedlo London;

as a stroDK commonwealth's man. In the beginniafr of the war 
Orith the Dutch) he offered to senre De Witt : and when the 
Prince of Orange was advanced, he undertook both to send him 
good Intelligence, and to make him a party in England. He was 
put in tfae Tower (1674), but by the threats of the Dutch 
(Howard) was saved. Ralph,* on Lord Russell's trial describes 
Lord Howard thus :— 'The person who in all, bQt the nobility of 
his birth, was the reverse of the unhappy prisoner ; a man of 
oatside only ; wlio made the best pretences subservient to the 
wont purposes ; who was distinguished by Ugh rank, quick 
parts, andliappy address, only to be the more emphatically de- 
spised ; aad whose whole life was so thoroughly profligate, that 
his turning «vidence -against bi^ best fn'ends, has been repre- 
sented by some as the least exceptionable part of it.' After 
saving thus miach, everv man conversant lo the history or this ■ 
vdgn (Charles II.) wfll think of Lord Howard, who now ap- 
peared as a witness in that court, where be, of all others, most 
deserved to have been prosecuted a s a criminal*

For, a^^wiitting 
this act of parliament of Hen. V. had altered the common 
law, aoid giren a challenge, why then when the statute of 
Queen Mary comes and sets all trials at large in the case of 
treasons, then certainly the challenge is gone again ; and I 
doubt you will not find one exception in this case, ever since 
diat statute conceniii^ the jury's freehold in cases of trea- 
ion, but it hath generally passed otherwise, and there hadi 
not been any ever excepted. I doubt it will be a vexar hard 
ddng to maintain such a challenge now. Here are my 
Lords and BroUiexs will be pleased to deliver dieir om- 
nions. It is a business of great conseauence, not only for 
ttis noble person at the bar, but for all other persons. 

L. C. Bar.* I Mree with your Lordship perfectly : but 
if the Counsel had laid a right foundation that it had been 
so at common law. there had been much said ; but I tdre it 
at common law, there was no challenge for want of free- 
hold ; and I am induced to think so, for otherwise what 
needed the statute of Hen. V. been maide t But whether it 
extend to treason or no, I am not so clear. And if it did, 
it's wiped off again by mat of Queen Mary, which reduces 
■11 to the common law trial. 

d^, J. WindKmm. I am of the same opinion : I conceive 
«t common law, lack of freehold no good cause of dial- 
lenge. It is true, that challenge is given in some oases bj 
■ct of parliament, yet I doubt whether it extend to a thing 
of so high a nature as treason, for other statutes have ttat 
mentioned any thing of treason. But suppose 8 Hen. V« did 
extend to it, yet it is very plain, the statute of T and 8 
Queen Mary, hath set all at large again, they are to be 
mod and lawnd men, and I do not find that any thing of the 
nwfiilness must be the fireehold. And, therefore, I conceive 
this is no just exception in this case. 

Mr. J. Jones. My Lord, I am of the same opinion ; I am 
of opinion that the common law did not reguire fieehold to 
be a good cause of challenge, in the case oftreason, and the 
latfaer. because at the common law a man that was indicted 
of high treason had liberty to challenge, peremptorily, to 
the number of 35 persons. My Lord, if the common liaw 
be altered by the statute of Hen. V. yet I take it that the 
ttatute of 1 and £ Ph. and M. does restore the common law 
In this particular point. For whereas there was a statute of 
Hen. VIII. to restrain the prisoner to the number of90 finr 
his challenge, now the statute restoring it to common law, 
the prisoner hath his challenge to 35, as he had before the 
•Utute of Hen. VIII. So I take it, the King shall have his 
privilege also to try a prisoner for treason, by persons that 
Mve not freehold.

We slull make it i^pear to yoa in Uie ooiom of our 
ftyldence, that those uaderlinfs (for this was the grai* 
consult, and moved all the other wheels) who maimged 
the assassination, did take notice that these lords and «•- 
tlemen of aoality were to manage and dear the whole Im- 
ainess of the rismg. It seems these gentlemen could not 
give the Earl of shaftsbory satisfactum to his mind, for 
be pressed them to keep their day. which was the 17n or 
November last ; but the hononraoleperson at the bar, 
and the rest, made him this answer. That Mr. Trenchard 
had failed them, for that he had inromised to have 1000 
foot and two or 300 horse at four houra' warning, but 
now it was come to pass he could not perform it, that 
some uersons in the West would not join with them, and 
therefore at this time they could not proceed; amd there- 
fore they must defer the day. and, as a counsel, they sent 
my Lord Shaftsbury word, he must be contented^ they 
had otherwise resolved, and thereupon my Lord Shafts- 
bury went away, and Mr. Ferguson with him. 

To carr^ on this practice, they took others into their 
council. Sir Thomas Armstrong was left out, and there 
foiling that scandalous report upon my liordOrey, he was 
to be left out, and then there was to be a new council of 
six, whereas the inferior council to numage the aasaasina- 
tion was seven.

Pursuant to this, just before the plot brake out, se- 
veral from Scotland came to treat with them how to ma- 
nage the woi^ ; 30,000/. was demanded by the Scots, in 
order that they should be ready in Scotland ; then they 
fell to iOfiOOt and at last (for the Scots love money) they 
fell to 5000, which they would take and run all hasuds, 
but they not «oming to their terms, that broke off; that 
week the plot Was discovered.

Let no man wonder that it is troublesome to me. My 
Lord, as to the question Mr. Attorney puts to me, this is 
the account I have to give. It is very well known to 
every one, how great a ferment was made m the , city, 
upon occasion of^the long dispute about the election of 
sheriffs: and this soon produced a jgreater freedom and 
liberty of speech one with another, than pexhMs had been 
used formerly, though not without some previous prepa^ 
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and went to niy honae on Satordiy niglit* which wu Ml- 
ehiMman day. On Siindaj he came to me and dinad widn 
Bie» and told me (after a general aooonnt given me of the 
affairs of the timea) that my Lord Sh»ftsbary was secrefead, 
and withdmwn from Ihis Sown house in Aldersfate-atreet : 
and that though he had a family settled, and had absconded 
himself from them, and diTers others ci his friends and 
oonfldants, yet he £d desire to speak to me, and for tlmt 
pnrpoae sent him to shew me the way to his lodging : he 
broiudit me to a house at the lower end of Wood-street, 
one Watson's honse, and there my Lord was alone. He 
told me he could not but be sensible, how innocent soever 
he was, both he and all honest men were unsafe, so long as 
the administration of justice was in such hands as would 
accommodate all things to the humour of the Court. That 
in the soise of this he thought it but reasonable to nrovida 
for his own safety, by withdrawing himself from his own 
house into that rettrement. That now he had ripened af- 
ftors into Out head, and had things in that nrspantian. he 
did not doubt but he should be able, by those men that 
would be in readiness in London, to turn the tide, and put 
a stop to the torrent that was ready to overflow. But he 
did complain to me, that his design, and the design of the 
public was very much obstructed by the unhandsome de- 
portment of die Duke of Monmouth and mv Lord Russel], 
who had withdrawn themselves, not only from his assist- 
ance, but from their own engagements and appointments. 
For when he had got such a Tonned force as he had in 
Ixmdon, and expected to have it answered bv them in the 
country, thev £d recede from it, and told him thev were 
mot m a condition, or prepar&tionin the countr]r. to be oon- 
onrrent with him at that time. This he looked njpon but 
as an artificial excuse, and as an instance of their inten- 
tions wholly to desert mm ; but notwithstanding there was 
aach preparations made in London, that if they were will- 
ing to lose the honour of beinsr concurrent with them, he 
was able to do it himself, and did intend speedily to put it 
mto execution. I adied him what forces ne had ; he said 
enough. Si^rs I, what are you assured oft Save he, there is 
above tea tlmusand brisk boys are ready to follow me, when- 
ever I hold up my finger :— Says I, how have you methoded 
diis, that they shsll not be crushed, for there will be a srmt 
Ibioe to oppose youf Yes,he answered, but they would poe- 
aaaa themselves of the gates : and these ten thousand men. 
In twenty-four hours, would be multiplied into five times 
the number, and be aUe to make a sally out, and possess 
themselves of Whitehall, by beating the guards. I told him 
this was a fidr story, and I nad reason to think aman of his 
figure would not undertake a thingthat mightprove so fatal, 
nnless it were laid on a foundatimi that mi«bt give a pru- 
dent man ground to hope it would be sucoesnul. He said he 
was certam of it, but confessed it was a great disain3ointment 
that these Loids had frdled him : I told him, l was not 
provided with an answer at that time : that he well knew 
ne, and knew the general frame and bent of my spirit. 
But I told him I looked upon it as dangerous, and ongbt 
to be laid deep, and to be very well weighed and consi. 
dcNd of; and aid not think it a fit thing to be entered 
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neueiigem ahonld be dispatched into Scodand, that ahouid 
invite some persons hither, that were Judged most able to 
imdentand the estate of Scotland, ana give an account of 
n: uie persons agreed on were Sir John Cockram, my 
Lord Melville, and another, whose name I have since 
be^ told, npon my description.

Mr. At. Gen. Who acquainted yon Aaron Smith was 
sent? 

■ L. Howari. Colonel Sidney told me he had sent him, 
jind given him sixty guineas for his journey. 

Mr. At. Gen. What more meetings had you? 

L. Howard. We did then consider that these meetings 
might have occasioned some obs^^ation upon us, and 
aereed not to meet again till the return of that messenger. 
He was gone, I believe, near a month before we heard 
any thing of him, which we wondered at, and feared some 
miscarriage ; but if his letter had miscarried, it could 
have done no great hurt, for it carried only a kind of cant 
in it ; it was under the disguise of a plantation m Caro- 
lina. 

Mr, At. Gen, You are sure my Lord Russell was there? 

X. Howard. Yes, Sir, I wish I could say he was not 
. Mr. At, Gen. Did he sit there as a cipher? What did 
my. Lord say ? 

X. Howard. Every one knows my Lord Russell is a per- 
son of fiveat judgment, and not very lavish in discourse. 

Mr. Serj. J^eries. But did he consent? 

X. Howard. We did not put it to the vote, but it went 
without contradiction, and I took it that all there gave 
dieir consent.

Mr. Serj. Jefferies. I do not think it fit for me to iateV- 
rnpt a ^rson of vonr honour, my Lwd. but your Lordship 
knows m what place we stand here; what you can say of 
any thmg you heard of my Lord Howard, we are williM 
to hear, butthe other is not evidence. As the Court wlfl 
Aot let us oflSer hearsays, so n«ther must we that ara for 
tfa« King, permit it.

Aearmg. 

_ ^ _, _ Then Mr. Howard stood up. 
a> ^"i/* Cotte, Mr. Howard, what do you knowf 
Mr. HotouTd, I must desire to say something of myself 
aila my family first : My Lord and I have been very i»> 
limate, not only as relations, but as dear friends. My 
lx)rd. I have been of a family known to have great respect 
and duty for the King, and I think there is no family in 
the nation so numerous, that hath expressed greater loy- 
&lty : upon which account I improved my interest in my 
Lord Howard ; I endeavoured, upon ^e great misundeit- 
standing of the nation (if he be here he Imows it) to per- 
suade him to apply himself to the King, to serve him in 
that great difficulty of state, which is known to all the 
world. I sometimes found my Lord very forward, and 
sometimes T softened him ; upon which parley, and upon 
his permission, and more upon my own inclination of duty, 
I made several applications to ministers of state (and I 
can name them) that my Lord Howsod had a great desira 
of serving the King in the best way of sadsfaction, and 
particularly in the great business of his brother. I won- 
-oered there should be so much sharpness for a matter of 
opinion, and I told mv I/>rd so : I do say this before T 
come to the thing. After this I did, partly by his peraniso 
-iiOtt,. and partly Dty my own inclination to serve the King, 
because I thought my Lord Howard to be a man of part»» 
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sUiTely irhftt tlie cooTenatioD wtst md yon im die fimit 
of it» Sir Hugh Cambeirs oomins to town, and abaoonding 
when it is discovered. Kow mrXord Rnascll inaisUiiMiii 
it, that admitting these facts be proved anon him, tner 
amoont to no more than to a conspiracy to levy war, and 
that that is not treason within the statute of 25 £d. III. 
and if it be only within the statute of the 13th of this Kiog* 
then it is out of timeMhat directs the prosecution to be 
within six mouths. The law is plainly otherwise. The 
statute of the 13th of this Kin^ I will not now insist upon, 
though I believe if that be stnctly locAced into, the danae 
that says the prosecution shall be within six months, does 
not refer to treason, but only to the odier offences that 
are highly punishable by that statute. For the proviso 
runs thus : 

13 Car. II. ' Provided always, that no person be prose- 
cuted for any of the offences m this act mentioned, other 
than such as are made and declared to be hi^h treason, 
unless it be by order of the King's Majesty, his heirs or 
successors, under his or their sign manual, or by order of 
the Council Table of his Majesty, his heirs or successors, 
directed unto the Attorney Genenl, for the time being, or 
some other counsel learned to his Miuesty, his heirs or 
successors for the time being : nor shall any person or per- 
sons, by virtue of this present act, incur any of the p«mal> 
ties herein before mentioned, unless he or they be prose- 
cuted within six months next after the offence committed, 
and indicted thereupon within three months after such 
prosecution ; any thing herein contained to the contrary 
notwithstanding.* - , - 

This word nor, i» a continuation of ue former sentence, 
and the exception of high treastm will ^o through all, ana 
except that out of the temporary limitation of treason : But 
this IS high treason within 25 £d. III. To conspire to levy 
war, is an overt act to testify the design of the death of the 
King. And the error of my Lord Cmc hath possibly led 
my Lord into this mistake. But this. Gentlemen^ hath been 
determined : it was resolved by all the Judges m the case 
of my Lord Cobham, 1 Jac. A conspiracy to levy war 
against the King's person (as this was a conspiracy to seise 
l£e guards), what does that tend to but to seise the King! 
and that always hath been taken to be high treason. But 
there are some things called levyo^ of war in law, that 
are not so directly against the King ; as if a number of 
men go about to levy men to overthrow all enclosures, this 
by the generality of the intent, and because of the conse- 
quences, is accounted levying war against the King. A 
conspiracy therefore to levy such a war, which by oon- 
structioa only is against the King, perfawa that may oot 
be such an overt act as to testily the imagination of the 
death of the King; but other conspiracies to raise war 
agjainst the King have always been so taken. It is the re- 
sdution of all the Judges in my Lord Dyer's Reports,, the 
case of Dr. Story. A conndrarar to invite a foreign Pnnce 
to make an invasion, though no invasion fMlow, is an overt 
act to prove the conspiring the death of the King i and as 
it has Deen so taken, so it hath been nracused but of lace 
days. In the King's Bench I take it the indictment against 
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Aad M I leave it to yoor consideratioa, upon the eTidance 
yoti have heard. 

Mr. S$rj. Jeffgriu. My Lord, and yoa Gentlemen of the 
Jnry, this canae hath detained tout Lordship a long time, 
by reason of so many witnesses being called, and thelenffth 
of the defence made by the prisoner at the bar; and if it 
had not been for the length,! wonldnot have injoredyonr 
pMience by saying any thing, Mr. Solicitor having taken 
ao mach paina in it. It is a duty incumbent upon me, 
under the circumstances I now stand, to see if any thing 
hath been omitted that hath not been observed to you ; 
and I ^lall detain you with very few words. 

Oentlemen, you must give me leave to tell you, it is a 
case of great consequence, of great conseauence to that 
noble person that is now at the bar, as well as to the Kmg ; 
for it is not desired by the Kmg nor by his Council, to 
have you influenced in this matter by any thing but by the 
truA, and what evidence you have received. You are not 
to be moved by compassion or pity ; the oath yon have taken 
is to go according to your evidence: and yon are not to be 
moved by any insinuations that are offered By us for the king, 
nor by any insinuations by the prisoner at the bar ; but the 
truth according to the testimony given, must be your guide. 
How far the law will affect this question, that we are not 
to apply to you, for that we are to apply ourselves to the 
Court (they are the Judges in point ofjaw), who will take 
so much care in their directions to yon, that you may be 
very well satisfied you will not easily be led into error. 
For the instances that have been put. I could put several 
others ; but I will take notice only of one thing that that 
noble person at Uie bar seems to object. Gentlemen, it is 
not necessary there should be two witnesses to the self- 
same fact at the self-same time : but if there be two wit- 
nesses tending to the self-same fact, thought it was at se- 
veral times, and upon several occasions, they will be in 
point of law two witnesses, which are necessary to convict 
a man for high treason. Gentlemen. I make no doubt this 
tiling is known to you all, not only by the judgment of all 
the Judges in England, but the judgment of the Lords in 
Parliament, when I doubt not the mnsoner at the bar did 
attend, in the case of my Lord Strafford, wherein one wit- 
ness gave an account of a conspiracy in England, Tnber- 
ville of another in France, and by the opinion of all my 
Lords the Judges approved in Parliament, that was enough, 
and he was convicted. 

The question is, whether we have sufficiently proved this 
matter. Gentlemen, I must teU you, we rake no gaols, 
nor bring any profligate persons, persons that wantedfaith 
or credit before this time. I must tell you, that notwith- 
standing Uie fair notice that hath been given to the pri- 
soner at the bar (t^at you see he hath taken an advantage 
of it, be hath siven an account of a private conversation 
whicn my Lord Howard had before that noble person tlut 
was witness, since he was takenX he has not given you in 
any proof hitherto ; nay I say, he has not pretended any 
thing in the world. Wherefore, you, Gentlemen, that are 
uptm your oaths, should take it upon your consciences, that 
two men, against whom there is no objection, aboold come 
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to damn tb«ir ttwn sools to take away the life^ diietai. 
fleman, when thete is no qoanel, no temptanon when, 
lore these gentlemen shonld come in the face of a eonit ef 
justice, in oie face of such an auditory* without xeapeck to 
that infinite Being to whom they appeal for coofirmatiiMi 
of the tnith of their testimony : end if they had tlm faitk 
•f men or Christians* they must necessarily conclude, that 
if they did swear to take awa^ a man's life that was inno- 
cent, God would sink them down presently into hell. 

Gentlemen, in the next place,! must acquaint yoo,that 
the first witness, Colonel Rumsey, it is vntarent that he 
was taken notice of by the prisoner as a man fit to be 
trusted ; he was engaged by my Lord Shaftsbury: but, 
says he, would any man believe that that man tlmt had re- 
eeiTed so many marks of the King's farour, botli in ad- 
▼antage to his estate, his honour, and person, could be erer 
oontHTing such an hellish design as this f Gentlemen, if 
yon will argue from such uncertain con^ctnres, then all 
criminals will come off. Who should thmk that my Lmrd 
of Essex, who had been advanced so much in his estate 
and honour. should be guilty of such desperate things; 
which had ne not been conscious of he would scaioely 
have broT^ht himself to that untimely end, to avoid the 
methods of public justice. Coltmel Rumsey tells you. my 
Lord Shaftsbnry was concened in this oooapiracy. 1 am 
aon^ to find that there have been so many of the nobiUty 
of this land that have lived so happily under the benign 
influence of a gracious Prince, should make so ill retnma. 
Gentlemen, I must appeal to you, whether in your obeer- 
▼ation you found Colonel Rumsey to be over hasty and 
an over sealous witness : he did not come as if he came ia 
spite to the prisoner at the bar ; you found how we weni 
forced to pump out every thing; but after he had been 
pressed over and over again, then he came to it ; so thac 
I observe to you, that he was an unwilling witness. 

Gentlemen, give me leave to observe to you, the prisoner 
at the bar, before such time as Mr. She^ard came up 
and nve evidence against him, says he,l came only by 
aeciaent, only to taste a parcel of wine. Mr. fihephaid 
wlum he comes up, he tells yon there was no such deaini. 
Fergusoutthat was the person he kept company with (the 
r ev e rend Dean and the rest of the Cl«rg7 of the Church 
of England, they were not fit to be trusted with it, but this 
indepoident parson, Ferguson), he gives notice of the com- 
insr of these persons ; and in pursuance of this notice they 
all come ; they come late in the eveninf ; not in the nosture 
and qnmity they used to go, for you find they had not so 
much as a coach. Is it probable they came to taste wine t 
wherefore did they go up into a room T Wherefore did 
they order Mr. Snephard that none of the boirs diould 
come ujp, but that the master must fetch the sugar and 
wine himself f Wherefore you may perceive the acti<m 
they were upon, there were only to be such persons as hMl 
an affection for such a cause. Ton find pursuant towhat 
Colonel Rumsey says, that there was a direction to taha 
a view of the guards ; that Sir Thomas Armstrong comas 
back and maikes this report :— Says he, I >«▼• S«« nq- 
tiea thfy an in soch an idle, careless posture, that it u 
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Mt impouiUe to snrpriM tbem. This Mr. SlMP^Md b* 
does not come, nor does he appear to yoa to Qomeliereovt 
•f any yiadictiTe humoar, to do the prisoner at the btt 
uy hart. 

Uk the next place, we have mj Lord Hoivard : he conci 
and poeitirely tells you, after he had given an aocoiuitt 
(for yon observe there were two parts to be acted in this 
Skomd tragedy ; there was first the scoundrel sort of peo> 
pie were to be concerned to take away the life of the King 
and the Dokr : the great persons were to head the party 
in tlw rising) they put themselves in proper j^stnres, each 
of thett consenting to something of the surprise, inasmuch 
as you observe thia Sir Thomas Armstrong and some other 

girsons might not be trusted. They come and resolve 
emselves out of a ffeneral council, and they meet in a 
particular council of six. looking upon themselves as the 
lieads of the party; and I must teliyoujnanyof them(we 
live not in an age of such obscurity, but we know them) 
how fond they have been of the applause of the people! 
As that person enoouraKed himself yesterday, they were 
the LiUrmtorgt Pmtrim that could murder the King and 
iht Duke. 

My Lord, I must take notice, that this noble Lord is 
known to have an intimacy with him: you observe widi 
how much tendexnesshe is pleased to deliver himself ; how 
oarefdlly he reports the deoates of the particular consults 
of the persons to be intrusted in the management ; he tells 
yoo that noble Lord, the prisoner at the bar, was pitched 
upon, and Algernon Sidney^aman famous about the town. 
1^ what? To csJI in parties from some of his Majesty's 
other dominions, persons we know ripe enough for rebel- 
lion, to assist. Pursuant to this, you find persons sent oi 
a message for some to come over, whereof some are ia 
hold : so that for all dark and obscure sort of matters» no- 
thing can be brought better to light than this, of taking aU 
Matters together, widi the concurring circumstances of 
time and puce. 

Gentlemen, I must confess this noble Lord hath given 
an account by several honourable persons of his converai^ 
tion, which is a very easy matter. Do you think if any 
man had a design to raise a rebellion against the crown, 
that he would talk of it to the reverend divines, and thus 
noble lords that are known to beofintegritv tothecrownt 
Do you think the gentleman at the bar would have so little 
concern for his own life, to make this discourse his ordl* 
nary otmversation t V o ; it must be a particular oansult 
of six, that must be entrusted with this. I tell you, it ia 
not the divines of the Church of England, bat an indepen* 
dent divine, that is to be concerned in this ; they must bo 
persons of their own complexion and humour; for man 
will apply themselves to proper instruments. , . , 

Gentlemen, I would not Ittbonr in this csm; fm ttgf be 
it firom any man to endeavour to take away the life of the 
innocent. And whereas that noble ImA says, he hath, % 
▼iHRious good lady, he hath many children, he hath vitw 
toe and honour he puts into the scale; Goitlemen, I muat 
teU you on the other side, you have conscienoee, reUgioo ; 
you have a Piiaoe, and a nereifal one too ; conridur the 
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Uf« of yonur Piince, the life of hia pottortart tlio . _. 
anenoeft tliafc would huve attended if this vUIeBy hftd ctken 
'effect. "What would liare become of your lives end i«U- 

E'on ? What would liave become of tiiet religion we hare 
len so fend of preserving.f Oentlemen , I must put these 
things home upon jour consciences. I Know you jwill re- 
member the horrid murder of the most pious Pnnce the 
martyr. King Charles the First. How far the .practices 
of those persons have influenced the several punishments 
since, is too great a secret for me to ekamine. But now I 
say, you hare the life of a merciftil King ; tqu hare a t%- 
ligion that eveir honest msn ought to stana by, and I am 
«ure every loyal man will venture his life and fortune for. 
You have your wives and diildren. Let not the greatness 
of any man corrupt you, bat discharge your conscienee 
both to Ood and the King, and to your posterity. 

L. C J, Gentlemen of the Jury, the prisoner at the btt 
Qtands indicted before yon of hU(h treason, in compassiiw 
ttid designing the death of the King, and in declaring of n 
by overt acts, endeavourinjer to raise insurrections and po- 
pular commotions in the kingdom here. To this he hath 
pleaded not guilty. You have heard the evidence that 
nath been against him ; it hath been at large repeated by 
the King's Counsel, which will take off a great deal of my 
trouble In repeating it to you again. I know you cannot 
but take notice of it, and remember it, it having been 
stated twice by two of the King's Counsd to you ; it is 
kmg, and you see whst the parties here have proved, 
there is first of all Colonel Rumsey; he does attest a 
meeting at Mr. Shepherd's house, and you hear to what 
purpose he says it was ; the message that he brought, and 
uie return he uad: it was to inquire concerning a rising 
•t Taunton : and that he had in retuni to mv Lord Shafts- 
bury was, that Mr. Trenchard had failed them, and my 
Lord must be contented, for it could not be at Uiat time. 
You hear that he does snr they didldesigu a rising : he 
aaith there was a rising designed in November : I think 
he sniththe seventeenth, upon the day of Queen'.Eliaabeth's 
birth. You hear he does say, there was at that meeting 
aome discourse concerning inspecting the King's guards, 
and seeing how they kept themselves, and whether they 
might be surprised; and this, he says, was all in order to 
a rising. He savs, that at this my Lord Russell was pre- 
sent. Mr. Shephsid does sav, that my Lord Russell was 
there ; that he came into this meeting with the Duke of 
Monmouth, and he did go away with the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, as he belieres. He says there was some dis- 
course of a rising ot instirrection that was to be orocured 
within the kinfuom : but he does not tell you the parti- 
enlars of any thing, he himself doei not. My Lord How- 
ard afterward does come and tell you of a great discourse 
he had with my Lord Shaftsbnry, in order to a namg; in 
the city of London ; and my Lord Shaftsbury did value 
himself mightily upon ten thousand men he hosedto raise ; 
and a great deal of discourse he had with my Lordsnafts 
bury. This he does by way of indncement to what tie says 
conoemingmyLwdRusseU. The ertdenoe agwut him 
fs some consults that there were by six of them, who took 
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of shame left, as the most erging ii^ftutitt erer knofwa in 
England: for the Lord Russell was condemned for words 
spoke in his hearing, which in England can never pass for 
treason.* 

The lawyers are so sensible of the many apparent flaws 
in this proceeding, notwithstanding all the art used to hide 
them, that they are constrained to appeal to common sense. 
which is ever the last thinf they do, whether the death of 
the King was not implied m sach an attempt Cseiiing the 
irnards); whereas the Jnrv have nothing to do with im- 
plication ; and nothing can De more irreconcUeable to com- 
mon sense, than to suppose that a law enacted purposely 
to restrain and limit the interpretation of treasons, as that 
of Edw. III. notoriously was, should authorise any at- 
tempt of any kind, out of pariiament, to enlarge and mul- 
tiply them. And now. though it might be the obvious in- 
terest of venal counsel, betupltteUo judges, and prostitute 
courtiers, to hunt down an obnoxious man ; it is somewhat 
hard to guess, why twelve of the pe<n>le, who were equally 
concerned with the prisoner himself in the preservation 
of civil and religious liberty, which was unqukstion- 
ABtT the great point for which he exj^osed himself to 
such mi|^t7 haaards, ^ould so far resign their reason 
into the hands of Uie court, as to accommodate their ver- 
dict to the subtleties of the law^reis, rather than the naked 
matter of fact, and the obligation of their own oath to be

Ireby, the Recorder, who had so laboured with him in 
the same cause, was left to pronounce the sentence, and 
who had the meanness to submit to that piece of drudgery, 
and even to argue against an arrest of judgment, rather 
than lay down his office, of which he was neverdieless 
soon after deprived.

I THANK God I find myself so composed and prepared 
for death, and my thoughts so fixed on another worid, 
that I hope in God I am quiet from setting my heart on 
this ; vet I cannot forbear now the setting down in writing 
a further account of my condition, to be left behind me, 
than I will venture to say at the place of execution, in the 
noise and clutter that is like to be there. I bless God 
heartily for those many blessings which He in his infinite 
mercy hath bestowed upon me through the whole course 
of mv life ; that I was bom of worthy and good parents, 
and had the advantage of a religious education, which are 
invaluable blessings ; for even when I minded it least, it 
still hung about me and gave me checks ; and has now tor 
many years so influenced and possessed me, that I feel the 
h^^py e£fects of it in this my extremity, in which I have 
been so wonderfully (I thank God) supported, that neither 
my imprisonment, nor fear of death, have been able to dis- 
compose me in any degree ; but on the contrary, I have 
found the assurances of the love and mercy of God in and 
through my blessed Redeemer, in whom (wly I trust : and 
I do not question but I am going to partake of that fulness 
of joy which is in his presence. These hopes, therefore, 
do so wonderfully delight me, that I think this is the hap- 

Siest time of my life, though others may look upon it as 
le saddest. 

• I have lived, and now am of the reformed religion, a 
true and sincere Prete*ttmt,9aa in the communion of the 
Church of England : though I could never yet oomplr 
with, or rise up to all the heurhto of many people. I wish 
with all my soul all our differences were removed ; and 
that all sincere Proteetants would so far consider iht dan- 
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ian; aad,iadMd,tli«itti>ict7MkdprofaiiaM«diitaboiiuid«, 
■nd appewt m icwkdAlotuly l»arft-faoed trevy where, gives 
too jiurt oocasioa to fear the wutsc thing that can beftl a 
people. I pnjr God prevent it, and giye thoee who hare 
shewed a concern for the pnblic good» and have appeared 
hearty for the true interest of the nation, and the Protes- 
tant religion, grace to live So. that they may not cast a re- 
proach on that which they endeavonred to advance, -which 
(Ood knows) has often given me sad thoughts : and: I hope 
such of my friends as may think they are touched by this, 
will not take -whuk I say In ill part, ont will endeavour to 
amend their ways, and live suitable to the rules of the true 
reformed religion, which is the only thing that can admi* 

Eister true comfort at the latter end, and lelieve a man when 
e comes to die. . 

As for my present oonditicm, I bless Ood I hare no i«> 
pining in my heart at it. I know, for my sins. I have de- 
served much worse at the hands of Ood ; so that I cheer- 
fiUly submit to so small a punishment as the being taken 
off a few iresrs sooner, and the beine made a spectacle to 
the world. I do freely forgive all the world, particular^ 
those concerned in taking away my life ; and I desire and 
conjure all my friends to think of no revenge, but to submit 
to the holy will of Ood, into whose hands I resign myself 
entirely. 

But to look back a little ; I cannot but give some touch 
about the Bf'// of ExelusioHt and shew the reason of my ap- 
peering in that business, which, in short, is this-Hfa&t t 
thought the nation in such danger of Pvperjft snd that the 
expectations of a pofiik meetaor (as I have said in parlia- 
ment) put the King's life likewise in much danger, that I 
saw no way so effectual to secure both, as such a bill. As 
to the limitations that were proposed, if they were sincerely 
offered, and had nassed into a law, the Duke then should 
have been exdudied from the power of a King, and the ffo- 

g»mment quite altered, and little more than the name of a 
ing left ; so I could not see either sin or fietult in the one, 
when all the people were willing to admit of the other ; but 
thought it better to have a Kin^ with his prerogative, and 
the nation easy and safe under him. then a King without it. 
which would breed perpetual jealousies and a continnal 
struggle. All this 1 say only to justify myself, not to In- 
flame others, though I cannot but think my earnestness in 
that matter has had no small influence in my present suf- 
ferings. But I have nowdone with this world, and am gdag 
to a Kingdom which cannot be moved. 

And as to the conspiring to soit* tkt guarit^ which is the 
erime for which I am condemned, and which is made a 
ooostractive treason, for taking away the King's life, to 



bring it within the statute of Ed. III. I shall give this 
true and clear account:— I never was at Mr. Shephard's 
with that company but once, and there was no undertaking 
then of securing or seising the guards, nor any appointed 
to view or examine them. Some discourse there was of the 
feesiUeness of it; and severtd times by accident, in general 
diaoouTse elsewhere, I have heard it mentioned as a thing 
might easily be done, but never consented to as a thing fit 
to be done. And I remember particularly, at my Loid 
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mastenng the gdurds uid killuR them in cold blood t wliieh 
I looked xmoa a* a detestable thing, and lo like a popiik 
practice, that I could not bat abhor it. And at the taint 
time, the Dnke of Montnoath took me by the hand, and told 
me rery kindly->My Lord, J jm y«M «■¥ Imn^frn t^mftrs 
did 9im ntr kemr to horrid « tkhttt And I must needs do 
him justice to declare,^ that I ever obearred in him tn ab- 
horrence of all base things. 

As to my going to Mr. Shephaid*s, I went with an inten- 
tion to taste sherry ; for he had promised to reserve for 
me the next veiy good piece he met with when I went oat 
of town/ and if he recollects himself, he may remember I 
asked him about it^ and he went and fetched a bottle ; but 
iriien I tasted it, 1 said it was hot in the mouth, and de- 
sired that whenever he met with a choice piece, he would 
keep it for me, which he promiied> I enlarged the mere 
upon this, because Sir George Jeffezies insinuated to the 
Jury, as if I had made a story about foiBg thither ; but I 
never said that was the only reason. I wiU now truly and 
plainly add the rest. 

I was, the day before this meeting, come to town for tw* 
or three days, as I had dmie once or twioe before, having 
a very near and dear relation lying in a langwlshing ana 
desperate condition ; and the Duke of Monmouth came to

He told 
me that there would be company at Mr. Shepherd's that 
night, and desired me to be at home in the evoiing, and he 
would call on me, which he did. And when I came into 
the room, I saw Mr. Rumsey by the chimney, though he 
swears he came in afterward; and there were things said 
by some, with much more heat than judgment, which I did 
sufficiently disapprove: and yet for these thin^ I stand 
condemned ; but, I thank God, mv part was smoere and 
well meant. It is, I know, inferred from hence, and pressed 
to me, that I was acquainted with these heau and ill de- 
signs, and did not discover them. But this could be bat 
muprition of treason at most : so I die innocent of the 
crime I stand condemned for. I hope nobody will imaKine, 
that so mean a thought should enter into me, as to go about 
to save myself by accusing others ; the part that some have 
acted lately of that kind, has not bean such, as to invite me 
to love life at such a rite. 

As for the sentence of death passed upon me, I eamot 
but think it a very hard one ; for nothing ww awom ngamst 
me (whether true or false I will not new examhie) but

The House of Commons aiipointed a com- 
mittee to examine who were the advisers and promoters 
of the murder of Lord Russell. 

11 May, 1694.-H- His father was created Marquis of Ta- 
vistock and Duke of Bedford. The reasons for bestowing 
these honours upon him are in part as follow ^-<Preamble 
of the patent)— 'That this was not the least^ that he waa 
the father to Lord Russell, the ornament of hts agtt whose 
great merits it was not enough to transmit by history to 
posterity, but they (the King and Queen) were willing to 
record them in their royal patent, to remain in the family 
as a monument consecrated to his consummate virtue^ 
whose name could never be forgot, so long as men pre* 
served any esteem for sanctity of manners, greatness of 
mind, and a love of their coontry, constant even to death. 
Therefore, to solace his excellent father for so great a 
loss, to celebrate the memoir of so noble a son, and to 
excite his worthy grandson, the heir of such mighty hopes, 
more dieerftilly to emulate and follow the example of his 
illustrious father, they intuled this high dignity upon the 
Earl and his posterity.'

I NBBD not tell yon, good Doctor, how little capable I 
have been of such an exercise as this.* Yod will soon 
and how unfit I am still for it, since my yet disordered 
thoughts can offer me no other than such words as ex> 
press the deepest sorrows, and confused, as my yet amaaed 
mind is. But such men as you, and particularly <me so 
much my friend, will, I know, bear with my weakness, 
and compassionate my distress, as you have already done 
by your orood letter, and excellent prayer. I endeavour 
to make the best use I can of both ; but I am so evil and 
unworthy a creature, tliat though I have desires, yet I 
have no dispositions, or worthmess. towards reoetving 
comfort. You that knew us both, and how we lived, must 
allow I have just cause to bewail my loss. I know it is 
common with others to lose a friend ; but to have lived 
with such a one, it may be questioned how few can glory 
in the like happiness, so consequently lament the like 
loss. Who can but shrink at such a blow, till fay the 
mighty aids of his Holy Spirit, we will let the giftof God. 
which he hath put into our hearts, interpose t That rea- 
son which sets a measure to our souls in prosperity, will 
then suggest many things which we have seen and heard, 
to moderate us in such sad circumstances as mine. But 
alas ! my understanding is clouded, my faith weak, sense 
strong, and the devil bn^ to fill my thoughts with false 
notions, difficulties, and doubts, as of a future condition* 
of prayer : but this I hope to make matter of hu- 
miliation, not sin. Lord let me understand the reason of 
these dan and wounding providences, that I sink not un- 
der the discouragements of my own thoughts : I know I 
have deserved my punishment, and will be silent under 
it ; but yet secretly my heart mourns, too sadly I fear, 
and cannot be comforted, because I have not the dear 
companion and sharer of all my joys and sorrows. I want

you believe I have read more than once ; and if I have 
more days to pass upon this earth, I mean to do so often, 
since I profess, of all those have been offered me (in which 
charity nas been most abounding to me) none have in all 
particulars more suited my humour. You deal with 
me. Sir, just as I would be dealt withal ; and 'tis possible 
I feel the more smart from my raging griefs, because I 
would not take them cfft but upon fit considerations; as 
'tis easiest to our natures to have our sore in deep wounds 
gently handled ; yet, as most profitable, I would yield, 
nay desire, to have mine searched, that, as you religi- 
ously design by it, they may not fester. 'Tis possible I 
grasp at too much of this kmd. for a spirit so broke by 
affliction ; for I am so jealous, that time, or necessity, the 
ordinary abater of all violent passions (nay, even employ- 
ment, or company of such friends as I have left), should 
do that, my reason or religion ought to do, as makes me 
covet the best advices, and use allmethods to obtain such 
a relief, as I can ever hope for, a silent submission to this 
severe and terrible providence without any ineffective un- 
willingness to bear what I must suffer : and such a victory, 
over myself, that, when once allayed, immoderate pas-, 
sions ma^ not be apt to break out again upon fresh occa- 
sions ana accidents, offering to my memory that dear ob- 




part is incumbent upon me, in faithfulness to him I owe as 
much as can be dne to man, it may be with great strength 
of spirits, and grace to live a stricter life of holiness to my 
God, who will not always let me cry to him in vain.

'Ti» 
so gratefol to my affiicted mind to run on thus, where £ 
am firee, diat I doubt I give you true cause to wish I 
would use you less like a firiend. I am sure I intended 
nothing like this when I took my pen to write, but in n 
shoxt letter to acquaint you with what I have not yet 
louch'd on-^my rf»olve to try that desolate habttadon of 
mine at London this winter. The doctor agrees it is the 
best place for my boy, and I have noai^roment to balance 
that, nor could take the resolution to see London till that 
was urged; but by QoA*s permission I will try how 1 can 
endure that place, in thought a place of terror to me :

As her body grew weak, 
hw faith and hope grew strong, comforting her comforters, 
and edifying all about her ; ever magnifying the goodnesa 
of Ood| that she died in a country, where she could in 
peace nve up her soul to him that made it. What a glo- 
rious thing.

Though I never think the returns come too thick, by 
which I have the advantage of conversing i<rith Doctor 
Fitzwilliam, yet I am not captious in the matter, and 
vould always have these favours suit your leisure. Sir, 
which in so busy a life cannot always be regular. 

I had not stayed supplying you with new French pa- 
pers, but that I was doubtful now the last got to you ; I 
hasten these whilst you are in London, for now your en- 
gagements lie in so many places, one knows not where to 
and you ; but still it is in employments of the noblest sort, 
doing the work ofOod ; and man being a sociable crea<- 
tore, and of such a composition, that the mind must be 
acting, how happy is it when all this is done conformable to 
duty, and serving to the best ends, the salvation of men's 
aotiis? 'Tis having xhosen the better partj and carries 
with it (I make no doubt) peacefulness of mmd which tJt- 
vels tibe strongest delights of earthly enjoyments, where 
that is shut out, or rather not so fully enjoyed ; for if we 
weigh temporal against spirituals, how ugnt would that 
seale be to the smallest grain of spiritual comfort, thoudii 
it were .heaped with all the glories, fame, and wealth, the 
most canuu heart can wish for ! The one satisfies the 
immortal part of a man ; the other satisfies the depraved 
appetite. As buried as I am in earth mvself, and ever 
mourning the loss of an earthly felicity, which if through 



weakness it exceeds I do bewail; vet 1 reckon the suffer- 
'.gs for the name of Christ (if to nave that honour be my 
lot) and the obtaining a title to an eternal inheritance in 



the place described/Revel. ch. xxi. and xxii. to be infi- 
■iKitely above onr snftertngs in these houses of clay ; what 
J grieve the want of was such an one when here, but now 
glorified with the spirits ofjust men made perfect. 

Doctor, I will take your advice, and vie my state with

nocioiia that flow so fast from yoo ; bat it is a rare excel- 
lency when the pain is more to refue than choose. I can- 
not tell, Doctw, whether your papers met me in a betted 
temper now than at some other times to relish them ; yet 
sore I esteem these sheets to be so fine, that it bronght into 
my mind the loss yon have lately sustained of a mndi 
loved Mend ; and to conclude, that a new experience of 

gief had, in your struggles to overcome all unfit discon.- 
it, raised your fanc^ to the highest pitch of framing 
arguments against it : it is a happy effect of sorrow, and a 
sure evidence to the soul, that the promises of the holy 
word belong to her ; that the work of grace is apt, and 
grows towards those degrees, where, when we arrive, we 
shall triumph over imperfections, and our wills desire no- 
thing but what shaJl please God.

1 MUST keep still to Friday, since I have not a new di- 
rection firom you, as I asked by the post last week. I 
will not repeat the sad intelligence I gave you then, be- 
cause I am sure you cannot be without the infomatioa 
now.

This is a fine lively child ; I 
hope God will spare it to them to their comfort, and not 
in wrath, as sometimes one would judge children are.

My sister is just now at Mr. Winwood's, by Windsor j 
when she comes back, I shall make her know how much 
you have considered her ; and I pray God to lay it close 
to her heart, that she may retire into the strengths of 
grace, the more sincerely she is assaulted with discom6ts 
here. She has a fine lovely boy left. The poor princess 
otmtinues still at Richmond, too sad I fear. > 

Monsieur D7kvelt had his audience on Monday, and 
was retired with the King half an hour in his closet. He 
'is allowed to be a man of parts and integrity : what his 
business is, every one is left to his own guess as yet.* 

LcHrd Clarendon landed on Monday last : it is affirmed 
the new goveinor lays heavy weight on him, as that he 
leaves thepeople under great discouragements, occasioned 
by the saa stories he has told them, and using all a^;uo 
ments to bring them away by whole families ; that in. a 
. little time he did not doubt to reassume them, when they 
would be made sensible no real harm was meant to them. 

The King is marrying the Lady Mary Tudor to one Mr. 
KadcliCf a gentleman of great estate in the North, and 
ancient lam^ : a papist. 

Sir John Talbot is to be made a Lord presently : the 
King says he finds him to be a gentleman ot better under- 
atandincr than almost any he knows in England, and 
judges nim to be a person of integrity; which is more 
than can be pronoonced of Mr. Jenkynst of the North, 
heir to an estate of 1^00/. per annum. 

He was accused as the author of Lady Mar7 Pawlet's 
grievous misfortune, but with great asseverations he de- 
nied it to persons of the best quality that were concerned 
for her ; yet now owns himself her husband more than a 
year past. Enough of so bad a storsr. Lord Northampton 
on Monday last presented, on the Bishop's behalf, a peti- 
tion to the King, to which there is yet no answer. The 
petion contained no more than expressing a deep sense of

oollectiTely or representatively, which they did neither t* 

In the mean time I protest to your Ladyship, upon the 
truth of a christian and a priest^ that divesting myself of 
all prqudices, and, as far as it is possible, of f^ passioaa 
which darken the light of the judgment, I will eaamine 
Oie matter to the bottom, and if I find I can take the oath» 
I will. But if I find I cannot, without declaring, or an 
admission of such a declaration, that I never intend nor 
will be thought by construction or implication by sueb 
•wearing, to recognize the legal title of King William an4 
Queen Mary, I then beg of your honour these three 
uiings. 

1. 'thxA you would have the same good opinion of mw 
integrity, and of my xealous addiction to you, or to any 
thingrelating to your service, as ever you had heretofore. 

2. That you would permit me, in entire trust and oonfi-

That I might 
be certain not to omit this respect to you, I have begun 
with it, and have many behind, to which I must hasten, bat 
first desire you will present my most humble service to my 
Lady ; I had done myself the honour to write to her, just 
as I Delieve sheiwas writing to me, but I will thank her yet 
for that favour.

DEAN TILLOTSON TO LADY RUSSELL. 

October 25, 1600.* 

HONOURED MADAM, 

I AM obliged to your I^yship beyond all expression, for 
taking my case so seriously into your consideration, tttid. 
giving me your mature thoughts upon it. Nothing ever 
came more seasonably to me than your letter, which I re- 
ceived on Wednesday se'nnight, the very night before I 
was to have given my final answer to the Kmg the nei^t 
morning. I thank you for it. It helped very much to 
settle and determine my wavering mmd. I weighed aU 
you wrote, both yoar advice and your arguments, having 
not only an assurance of your true friendship and good- 
will for me, but a very great regard and deference for 
your judgment and opinion. I cannot but own the weight 
of that consideration which you are pleased to urge me 
withal ; I mean the visible marks of a more than ordinary 
providence of God in this thing ; that the Kmg, who likes 
not either to importune or to oe denied, shomd, after so 
obstinate a declining of the thing on my part, still persist 
to press it upon me with so much kindness, and with that 
earnestness of persuasion which it does not become me 
to mention. I wish I could think the King had a suiierior 
direction in this, as I verily believe he hath in some other 
things of much greater Importance. 
. The next morning I went to Kensington full of fear, but 
yet determined what was fit for me to do. I met the King' 
coming out of his closet, and asking if his coach was 
ready. He took me aside, and I told him, that in obedience 
to his Majesty's command, I had considered of the thinw 
as well as I could, and came to give him my answer. I 
perceived his Majesty was going out, and therefore de- 
sired him to appomt me another time, which he did on 
the Saturday morning after. 

Then I came again, and he took me into his closet, where 
I, told him, that I could not but have a deep soise of Ms 
Majesty's great grace and favour to me, not only to offer

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would go into the coiutry for air. Your infoimation oon- 
eerDing the Dean, I believe in part to be true, but not^in 
tibe whole ; as thus: I believe the Dean thinlcs it is fit Mt. 
Hartlib thoold be considered ; but never pitched on this, 
<fie that, only that he should have something, but did not 
recommend him to this ; and I conclude so far from this 
reason, that when Doctor Sharp spdce to the Lord Motting- 
hain, to desire so much as to know whether he had spoke 
■ to the King in such « one's bdialf or not, that he might re- 
commend such a one (Jekyl by name) or whether he would 
think fit to do it at all? His answer was, it was out of his 
hand; it lay between the King and the Dean, for Hartlib 
had been recommended, and the Dean of St. Paul's had 
put in a caveat. 

Now if the Dean had recommended the man, he might 
then at the same time have obtained the condition, and not 
put in a caveat. So I do not go upon what the Dean sajrs, 
but what I gather otherwhere ; though I faithfully believe 
any thing he says to be true. As to Mr. Jekyl, he speaks 
as well of him as you can do yourself; but whether he 
will labour to put by Mr. Hartlib, that he may be recom- 
mended, I cannot tell ; when I see him I will do all I can 
to serve you, if it goes his way. I dare be confident he 
will take a due care you shall not be put upon any thing 
that will be a contradicti<»i to your circnmstances. 

As to the Prebendary, I know not what to say to it. If 
you are not obliged to swear, why shoxild you not modesthr 
represent the matter where it will be understood ; though 
I would advise you to be cautious, and make sure of some- 
thing first, if that can be. 

I am sorry you jar so with a prelate, that I am sure was 
tender towards you, in the beginning of this government, 
-and Tou believed it, and there was good reason to do so ;

You may re- 
member Lord Carmarthen said you was too late ; which 
looks as if he knew the business : and yet the Dean and he 
are not great, that is, I mean the Dean is not his creature, 
though he ma^f , and has, I believe, a respect for him ; but 
his affairs lie in another way than to call him to be often 
where he is.
